In your publication of February 25, 1919, you made a state¬ 
ment concerning me in relation to the Police Department as 
follows: 

“Regarding reports that Captain Frank Lynch 
was being considered as Chief Nedderman^s suc¬ 
cessor, Morse admitted that Lynch had many splen¬ 
did qualifications for the job, but that the Police 
Captain^s religious affiliations stood in the way.” 

Let me say to you that I have not made such statements to 
any person whatsoever and that the assertion is made without 
foundation. It is my belief that your paper has undertaken a 
campaign of vilification in order that you might gain your de¬ 
sire for a change in the Chief of Police. Your various repre¬ 
sentatives have repeatedly called at my office, urging that I 
make some change in the head of the Police Department. At 
home, in the mornings and at night, your reporters have called 
me on the telephone and have undertaken, by insinuating and 
leading questions, to secure unfavorable comments from me 
upon the present Chief of Police. 

I desire further to say in addition to the unqualified denial 
by me of the assertion referred to in the paper, that I will not 
be driven or forced to take official action merely to satisfy the 
personal ambition or grudge of your paper, or any other. So 
long as I am a public official I shall maintain my office indepen¬ 
dently and without fear or favor. When you come to know me 
better you will probably conclude that the reprehensible tactics 
resorted to by you will be unavailing. - Furthermore, I desire to 
say that in all of my contact with the public, both in a public 
and private capacity, I make no distinction between race, re¬ 
ligion, politics or occupation; every man has an unqualified 
right to absolute freedom of opinion in all these matters. 

It would indeed be most inexcusable for me, either in a 
public or private capacity, to give utterance to a sentiment so 
opposed to my nature or disposition. 

So far as my friends are concerned I do not need to make 
denial of your vicious and false statement, but in order that the 
public may be fully advised I desire that you give as great pub¬ 
licity to this, my denial,, as yc^id^te lthe-original report. 

I trust that communicatiori receive deserved
